I would  like  to  bear  from  the  following  cities,  as  the  coin  activity  seems  to'  be  dor- 
mant in  them:  ATobilc,  Ala.,  New  Orleans,  Norfolk,  Va.,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Butte,  Mont., 
Tampa,  Fla.,  Memphis,  Tenn.,  Houston,  Texas,  and  all  other  places  wanting  to  get  a 
little  activity  in  collecting  going. 

To  those  who  haye  some  coins  which  arc  now  being  looked  for,  such  as  32-D-S,  34-P, 
36-D  quarters;  31-D,  33-P,  33-D  cents;  39-D-S-  nickels,  and  38-D  halves  in  rolls,  I will 
not  say  that  the  market  will  break,  hut  it  is  highly  probable,  as  the  second  the  above 
coins  stop  going  up,  inevitably  so  will  they  go  down. 

As  of  this  hour,  f am  offering  $300.00  per  roll  for  32-D  (juarters ; 10  rolls  would  he 
worth  $3000.00.  Holders  of  these  coins  do  not  have  a dead  mortal  cinch  that  the  raise 
will  continue  indefinitely.

The  13-S  cents  catalogued  over  $150,000.00 
and  the  31-S  over  $30,000.00,  This  kind  of  money  or  a fair  part  of  it  is  never  put  into 
roll  coins  of  the  same  issue. 

Coins  as  a whole,  if  history  is  used  as  a guide  are  always  advancing,  although  there 
are  many  exceptions  in  the  field  where  a coin  has  become  speculative,  as  all  of  the 
above  are. 

The  cards  are  coming  in  now  stating  that  the  sender  did  not  get  his  Bulletin  for  the 
'last  two  months.  There  is  a reason.  The  Bulletin  is  now  7 months  old,  and  in  many  cases 
readers  have  not  sent  in  a request  to  continue  Bulletin,  so  mailing  was  discontinued.
